if they contain much vegetable mat­ 
ter.

which contain some sand or gravel, 
will often make very satisfactory 


ro a d s for light traffic provided they 
are kept in proper repair. 
If the road is composed of fine 
clay or soil, it will sometimes pay t«* 
resurface it with top soil from an 
adjacent held which has sand or gra ­ 
vel mix ed in it. This method, called 
the 
top-soil 
method, 
is 
now 
in 
successful use in Virginia, North 
Carolina, and Georgia, and probably 
other states. 
The earth road can best be crown­ 
ed and ditched with a road machine, 
and 
not 
with 
picks 
and shovels, 


s c o o p s , and plows. 
One road ma­ 
chine, with a suitable 
power 
and 
operator, will do the work of many 
men with picks and shovels, and odo 
it 
better. 
The road machine should be used 
when the soil is damp, so a s to make 
the soil hake when it dries out. if it 
is worked dry. it takes more power 
to draw the machine, 
an d. b esid es, 
dry earth hnd dnst retain moisture 
and quickly rut after rains. The use 
of clods, sods, w eed s or vegetable 
matter 
in 
building 
earth 
road.' 
should be avoided because they also 
retain moisture. 
It is a great mistake to put the 
working of the earth off until August 
or September. The surface is then 
baked dry and hard. It 
is not only 
difficult to work but 
it is u n s a t is ­ 
factory 
work 
when 
done. 
Earth 
which is loose and dry will remain 
dustv as long as the dry weather 


la s t s and then turn to mud as soon 


a s the 
ra in s begin. By using the 
road machine in the spring of the 
year while the soil is soft and damp, 
the surface is more easily shaped 
and soon p a c k s down into a dry hard 
crust which is less liable to become 
dusty in summer or muddy in winter. 
Storm water should be disposed 
of quicky before it lias time to 
penetrate deeply into the surface. 
This can be done by giving the road 
a crown or slope from the center to 
the sides. For an earth road which 
is 24 feet wide the center should he 
not less than 0 inches or more than 
12 inches higher than the outer edges 
of the shoulders. A narrow road; 
which is too high in the middle will 
become rutted almost as quickly 
a s 
one which is too flat for the 
reaso n 
that on a narrow road all tlie traffic 
is forced to use only a narrow strip. 
Shoulders are often formed on 
both side- of the road which prevent 
storm water from flowing into side 
ditches, retaining it in the ruts and 
softening the roadway. These rut - 
and shoulders can he entirely elimin­ 
ated with the road machine or split- 
log drag. 
Ordinary, the only ditches needed 
are those made witli the road ma­ 
chine, which are wide and shallow. 
Deep, narrow ditches wash rapidly, 
especially on steep slopes, which is 
aiaother good reason for decreasing 
the steepness of the grades. It is 
difficult to maintain an earth road, 
ot* anv kind of road tor that matter, 
on a steep grade. 
The width of the earth road will 
depend on the traffic. A- a rule, 25 
or .‘Iff feet from ditch to ditch 
sufficient, if the road i 
crowned. A road that i- 


ing it to rut if subjected to heavy 
hauling. 
The road should not be loosened,! 
dug or plowed up any more than is 
absolutely 
nCcissdfy. 
The 
road! 
i -houid be gradually raised, not low 
-1 
ered; hardened, not softened. 
On flat lands, where water moves 
slowly, grading material should be i 
I taken from the low ditch and cul­ 


v erts 
supplied 
where 
waterways 
occur. A shallow ditch 
011 the upper 
;>ide makes it possible to give cul­ 


v erts a good fall. Two or more -mall 
pipes, instead of one large one of 
equal capacity, may be used for cul­ 
verts, especially if the 
large 
pipe 
necessitates much grading or raising 
of the roadway. At least 6 inches 
should be left between each pipe and 
earth 
should he stamped around 
them thoroughly so as to prevent a 
washout. 
To 
prevent 
washings on 
steep 
roads, the water should be carried 
under the surface at frequent inter­ 
vals from the upper to the lower side 
and from the lower side away from 
the road. Five 12-inch 
p ip es in a 
mile of roadway is about 
a s cheap 
and far better than one .24-inch pipe. 
The water must be disposed of be­ 
fore it gain- force or headway, or 
has time 
damage the road. 
The max imum velocity for a 24- 
inch vitrified tile flowing full without 
head on a grade of % inches per 
hundred feet is 3.6 feet per second, 
or about two and one fourth miles 
j>er hour. When the grade is increas­ 
ed to 36 inches in 100, the velocity 
becomes 20’ per second or about 
13% miles per hour. The discharge 
for the 24 inch pipe in the first in­ 
stance will be 5080 gallons per min­ 
ute and for the steeper grade 28.200 
gallons per minute. It will therefore 
be seen that a 24 inch pipe laid on 
a grade of 36 inches to the 100 will 
have over five times the capacity of 
the same size pipe laid on a grade 
of 1 inch to the 100’.

Terre Haute. Ind., March 2.—Seem­ 
ingly dealing directly with the princi* 
pal points at issue, much evidence was 
brought out in the trial of William 
Huffman, charged with committing an 
election fraud. 
Mrs. Edward Whistler corroborated 
much of the testimony given by her 
husband, Edward Whistler. She testi­ 
fied her husband 
and a Mr. Paige 
brought home marked ballots, which 
she said were hidden in her little 
baby's trunk. The trunk, she testified, 
was placed behind the dresser in her 
home. 
John C. Schneider, a printer, who 
furnished the election supplies, testi­ 
fied that the official ballots were count­ 
ed 
five 
times 
before 
they 
were 
wrapped into packages and delivered 
to the election commissioners. 
Frank 
Regan, Progressive member of the 
election commission, testified that he 
was present practically all of the time 
the 
ballots 
were 
being 
counted, 
wrapped and sealed by Schneider. 
Special Prosecutor Roach, on the 
witness stand, identified the election 
supplies as those of Precinct D of the 
Seventh ward that were delivered to 
the grand jury by City Clerk Moor­ 
head. 
Roach's identification of the return­ 
ed ballots precipitated a bitter le'^al 
fight and the controversy was contin­ 
ued for more than an hour. 
Special 
Judge Blankenbaker ruled that the 
state had the right to introduce and 
count the return ballots as well as the 
voted ballots before the jury. 
The 
counting of these ballots, which prac­ 
tically means the checking up of Huff­ 
man’s work as election inspector, was 
done before the jury, it is believed.

Bryan for the long deferred expedi­ 
tion of American and British commis­ 
sioners to Chihuahua, 
where 
Villa 
says the body of Benton may be exam­ 
ined for evidence a3 to how the Brit* 
j ish rancher met his death. 
Objections on the part of Carranza 
to the plan arranged with Villa, his 
supposed second in command, for the 
American expedition caused Secretary 
Bryan to cancel the trip Just as the 
commissioners were assembling at the 
Juarez railroad station to go to Chi­ 
huahua. The state department is now 
retracing its steps and endeavoring to 
obtain 
Carranza’s consent 
for the 
commission to depart. 
Carranza’s objection is that he is 
chief of the revolution and that ar­ 
rangements for such an expedition as 
Mr. 
Bryan 
plans 
must 
be 
made 
through him. 
This objection follows 
up an earlier note received at the slate 
department in 
which Carranza de­ 
clared his dignity as “chief of the rev­ 
olution” compelled him to refuse to 
recognize the right of the United 
States to act as the agent of England 
in looking after the interests of Eng­ 
land in the Benton case. 
To say that the administration is 
disgusted with the new turn in events 
is putting it mildly. 
That Carranza 
will answer to the latest representa­ 
tions of the United States by reiter­ 
ating what he said in his note, that he 
v ill deal only with England and not 
with the United States, is expected 
here. 
The result will be, it is said, that 
the expedition to get Benton's body 
will be subjected to deiay, if not to 
total abandonment.

Indianapolis, Ind., Mar. 2—John 
A. Lapp, director of the Indiana 
bureau 
of legislative information, 
who was recently honored by Presi­ 
dent Wilson with a position on the 
commission of vocational education, 
came out strongly today in an article 
written for the United Press against 
the “pork barrell” method of distri­ 
buting funds. This statement trom 
Lapp is 
the first shaft 
directed 
against the group that desires the 
national government to appropriate 
fixed amounts to the various states, 
leaving it to the sjates to determine 
how the money shall be expended. 
Mr. Lapp says lie 
is unalterably 
opposed to such manner of distri­ 
bution. The statement follows: 


BY JOHN A. LAPP 
(W ritten for United Press.) 
Vocational education is one of our 
most pressing problems. We have 
suddenly awakened to the inade­ 
quacy of our schools to be of servo e 
to the vast army of boys and girls 
who go to work at an early age. We 
believe in universal education and ii 
we are true in our beliefs we shall 
provide schools for the people suit­ 
ed to the needs of all and within the 
reach of all. 
It is a national problem underlying 
national greatness and prosperity. 
The state and local communities will 
be able to do much, but the help of 
the nation is essential to effective 
vocational education, 1 rejoice, there­ 
fore, that the national government 
is ready to move, to the end that the 
local units, the state and the nation, j 
may jointly do justice in the right 
education of every boy and girl in 
the land. 
The commission must decide some 
fundamental questions, and foremost 
is the question ot how national aid 
shall be distributed. 1 want to record 
mvself as being unaleftably opposed 
to any “pork barrel” method of dis-1 
tribution. 
It 
would 
be wrong 
in 
principle and would be destructive 
to the very ends we seek. Not a J 
dollar should be given by the federal 
government to the state tor any pur- j 
pose unless means are provided t«> 
insure efficient expenditures by the 
state for the purpose in view. 'I’llis i j 
particularly true of national aid for 
vocational education, for the success 
of such education depends upon its 
being kept free from ail frills, tads, 
academic traditions and mere theory. 
And national aid must be safeguard­ 
ed by requiring that work for which 
it shall be given shall be of a stand 
ard grade and worth while. 
Another problem confronting the 
commission is to determine what 
kind of vocational education shall he 
aided. 1 believe that all vocational 
work of the right sort should be en­ 
couraged. But the emphasis should 
be laid where the need is greatest. 
Our greatest needs today lie in agri­ 
culture, domestic science and indust­ 
rial pursuit. 
We should 
emphasize 
these, but schools of commerce and 
business of a high standard should 
also be encouraged.

SCHOOLS FOR ALL CLASSES 


Is One of Problems Confronting 


Commission of Vocational Educa- 


tion—Will Meet Soon 


(By United Press.)

who was recently honored by Presi- 
dent Wilson with a position on the 
commission of vocational education, 
came out strongly today in ah article 
written for the United Press against 
the "pork barrcll" method of distri- 
buting funds. This statement i'rom 
Lapp is. the first 
shaft 
directed 


against the group that desires tlio 
national government to appropriate 
fixed amounts to the various states, 
leaving it to the s|ates to determine 
liow the money shall be expended. 
Mr. Lapp says he 
is unalterably 


opposed to such manner of distri- 
bution. The statement follows: 


BY JOHN A. LAPP 
(Written for United Press.) 


Vocational education is one of out- 


most pressing problems. We have 
suddenly awakened to the iuude- 
litacy of our schools to be of service 
to the vast army of boys and giris 
who go to work at, mi early age. We 
believe in universal education and if 
we are true in our beliefs we shall 
provide schools for the people suit- 
ed to the needs of all and within the 
reach of all. 


It is a national problem underlying 


national greatness and prosperity. 
The state and local communities will 
be able to do much, but the help of 
the nation is essential to effective 
vocational education, i rejoice, there- 
fore, that the national government 
is ready to move, to the end that the 
local units, the state and the nation, 
may jointly do justice in the right 
education of every boy and girl in 
the land. 


The commission must decide soma 


fundamental questions, and foremost 
is the question of how national aid 
shall be distributed. I want to record 
mvself as being nnalertably opposed 
to any "pork barrel" method of dis- 
tribution. It 
would 
lie wrong in 


principle and would be destructive 
to the very cuds we seek. Not a 
dollar should be given by the federal 
government to the state for any pur- 
pose unless means are provided to 
insure ellicient expenditures by the 
state fi>r the purpose in view. This is 
particularly true of national aid for 
vocational education, for the success 
of such education depends upon iis 
being kept free from all frills, fads, 
academic traditions and mere theory. 
And national aid must be safegt'iard- 
ed by 'requiring .that work for which 
it shall lie given shall be of a stand 
ard grade and worth while. 


Another problem confronting the 


commission 
is lo determine what 


kind of vocational education shall be 
aided. I believe that all vocational 
work of the right sort should be en- 
couraged. Mill the emphasis should 
be laid where the need is greatest. 
Our greatest needs today lie in agri- 
culture, .domestic science and indust- 
rial imrsuit. 
We should 
emphasize 


these, but schools of commerce and 
business of a high standard should 
also be encourasred. 


Mr. Lapp said he expected the 


commission to meet within a few 
days in Washington. It 
will then 


organize and outline the investigation 
to be undertaken. .The commission 
will doubtless visit many sections of 
the country to learn the needs and 
sentiments of the people. In addition 
to Mr. Lapp it has the following 
members:

pends not only on the-disposition of 
the lights so as to produce an ade- 
quate illumination and on the proper 
shielding of the lamps so as to avoid 
needless glare, but on the nature o£ 
the wall surface on which the Irghf 
falls," said Professor Silvanus Thomp- 
son of London. "Even when the illu- 
mination that is received by the walls 
is ample the room may be badly lit if 
the walls absorb too much of that 
Illumination instead of giving it back 
by diffuse reflection.
